THE MEXICANS ON THE MOVE 

The Mexican-American leadership 
and their "Lieutenants" in the many local 
and statewide organizations are on the move. 
The meetings, conferences, conventions, 
etc. are business-like and almost "book- 
examples" in parliamentarian procedures 
but the "meat" or the agenda is tough and 
the deliberations afford no quarter; the 
standards imposed on the leadership are 
high and demanding. 

The GI Forum consisting of the State 
Office at San Jose and thirty six chapters 
is an example of the Mexican-American 
leadership on the move. The individual 
Chapters have one or more meetings a 
month and participate in local activities 
constantly. The Board of Directors and de¬ 
legates from each Chapter in a region then 
meet quarterly. This is followed by the se¬ 
mi-annual State Board of Directors Meet¬ 
ing and the yearly State Convention. The 
State is divided in four Regions, thus, the 
GI Forum Chapters from Tulare to Sacra¬ 
mento constitute Region IV. The Chairman 
of Region IV is Louis Cortez of Newark. 

The largest Chapter in Region IV is 
the San Jose Chapte r, over one hundred 
members, headed by Chairman Dave Sierra. 
This Chapter (My Chapter) has had several 
of its members elected State Chairman as 
well as State officers in every office. In 
fact, all attempts by the Chapters in the Los 
Angeles area to gain control of the State ad¬ 
ministration have failed due to the influence 
of the San Jose Chapter; the name of the 
game is "POWER". The past Chairman Pat 
Vasquez in his two and a half year adminis¬ 
tration gave us extensive leadership and his 
counsel is well taken at The Mexican-Ame¬ 
rican Unity Council, MAPA, The Round¬ 
table, Project SER and many other meet¬ 
ings. 


The State Department of the GI Fo¬ 
rum was previously headed by Dan Campos 
from the San Jose Chapter, June 1965 to 
June 1967, and his leadership has not di¬ 
minished now that he has stepped down. The 
new State Leader is Mario Vasquez and he 
too has followed the same path giving us ex¬ 
tensive representation and I might add ag¬ 
gressive representation. The Alameda Na¬ 
val Air Station problem was resolved by the 
State Chairman Vasquez and GI Forumeers 
CF Mendez, Balli, Cortez, and others. The 
GI Forum now represents all Mexican-Ame¬ 
ricans and other Latins at the sprawling 
base; several promotions of Mexican-Ame- 
ricans were made and reviews are in pro¬ 
gress. 

A meeting of THE MEXICAN-AME¬ 
RICAN UNITY COUNCIL OF CALIFORNIA 
was called by Al Pinon of San Jose and took 
place in Fresno on Oct. 1. The agenda dealt 
with a Report fi'omthe Ford Foundation con¬ 
sultants, Messrs. Gallegos and Galarza as 
well as with the Comprehensive Area Man¬ 
power Plan, the green card worker situa¬ 
tion, policies regarding the Reagan Admin¬ 
istration and the White House Conference in 
El Paso. The GI Forum was represented by 
State Chairman Vasquez and GI Forumeers 
Fred Coca, Fred Lozano and Sal Montene¬ 
gro from Pico Rivera. The Ford Founda¬ 
tion report unfortunately can not be released 
for publication at this time but it will be our 
pleasure to do so in the future. 

The Pre-House House Conference 
was called by the Leadership of the Mexi¬ 
can American Unity Council of Calif. The 
Conference was convened at Camp Hess 
Kramer in Malibu on Oct. 6, 7, and 8. The 
following heads of state-wide organizations 
and their delegations attended: Al Pinon, 
CSO; Mario Vasquez, GI Forum; Irene To¬ 
var, LACA; Charles Samario, CMAA; Bert 
Corona, MAPA; Ed Moreno, Mexican Ame¬ 
rican Assn, of Educators. The committees 
formed, and their chairman were the follow¬ 
ing: Education, Ed Moreno; Manpower De¬ 
velopment, Hector Abeytia; Migrant Labor, 
Cesar Chavez; Mental Health, Public Health, 
and Police Community Relations, Armando 
Morales and Faustina Solis; Housing, Al 
Pinon and Salvador Montenegro; Politics, 
Bert Corona; Economic Development, Vic¬ 
tor Camacho; Steering Committee, Juan

Acevedo. The conference formulated Posi- 
sition Papers for presentation at the El Pa¬ 
so Conference on Oct. 27 and 28, or what 
President Johnson prefers to call the "The 
Cabinet Committee Hearings on Mexican- 

American Affairs". Vicente T. Jimenez, 
from the President's Cabinet and Chairman 
of Inter Agency Committee on Mexican-Ame- 
rican Affairs has communicated to us that 
the President feels strongly that "The era 
of soothing generalities and talk is over and 
that now we must move to solutions of prob¬ 
lems". 

We might add that such a move to 
"solutions of problems" was started on Nov. 
18, 1965 in Albuquerque, N.M. when the GI 
Forum, national, and LULAC accepted Pro¬ 
ject SER from the White House to train some 
of the hundreds of thousands of our disad¬ 
vantaged youth. At our last Region IV meet¬ 
ing Hugo H. Bayona and Richard Franco gave 
us a discouraging report on Project SER. 
This project which radiated a beam of hope 
to many of our despairing people, this pro¬ 
ject which was almost the first real victory 
of our leadership in behalf of our people has 
been suddenly snatched from our hands and 
the only victor appears to have been the 
State Department of Employment and, of 
course, the non-Mexicans. As things now 
stand it seems that the Project can be im¬ 
plemented only if the State Department of 
Employment can run the who le show and 
keep all the worthwhile jobs while the Mex- 
ican-American Leadership stands by as an 
advisory board and gradually dies. All op¬ 
portunity for the nor mal evolution of the 
project in our hands has been nipped-in-the- 
bud or appears to have been. Such a pr og- 
ram as SER not in our hands will be a typi¬ 
cal program designed to benefit the Staff of 
Anglos, Negros, Germans, etc. but not us. 
Therefore the "solution of problems" must 
be in our hands and in front of our eyes be¬ 
fore we buy them. We will no longer build 
fancy, airconditioned castles for others.
